ISER Research Matters No. 28. Alaska's Constructlon Spending: 2008 Forecast 
February 4, 2008 

Construction spending in Alaska will total about $7 billion in 2008, down 2% from 2007, according to the 
new construction spending forecast by Scott Goldsmith and Mary Killorin of ISER. The forecast is 
prepared annualfy for the Construction Industry Progress Fund and the Associated General Contractors 
of Alaska. Otherfindings include: 

• At $4.6 billion, spending by private industry will make up 66% of total 2008 construction spending. 
Private-industry spending is up 2% from last year, with projected growth in the oil and gas, mining, 
Utilities, and other basic sectors. 

• Public agencies are expected to spend $2.4 billion, or 34% of total construction spending. Thafs a 
drop of 8% from 2007, mosOy because the federal government will spend less for military 
construction in Alaska this year. Construction spending by state and local governments is expected 
to increase about 12%. 

• The oil and gas industry will spend the most— about $2.9 billion, or 5% more than in 2007. That 
spending alone accounts for $4 of every $10 in construction spending. Most spending will be on 
the North Slope, but something in the range of 10% will be in Cook I n let. 

• Residentiai construction spending is expected to drop 35% in 2008. But unlike in many parts of the 
U.S., the drop is not due to problems associated with the sub-prime mortgage market It's mostly 
because housing prices in Alaska have beeh rlsing faster than incomes— so the supply of hoUses 
exceeds the demand. Thafs a temporary imbalance, because Alaska's housing market is basically 
sound. Housing construction will slow down until demand can absorb the excess supply that 
accumulated in 2007.

Well, I just 
wanted to say all that and to see if you had any plans to visit those poor 
kids. It is like a bomb dropped on our state with its epicenter in Sitka and 
my poor sweet Allie is right in the middle of it. Thank you for your time and 
X hope that I didn't bother you too much.

In the company's current public relations tour, Conoco makes it very clear that it does 
not require any of the incentives offered under AGIA. why would the state want to give 
away $500 million when ConocoPhillips will consider moving a project forward right now? 
(Pact: The only reason the state is of f ering a $500 million inducement is a carrot for 
companies like Transcanada who have no gas, no financing and little hope of pulling off 
the project. AGIA was written to exclude Conoco and other producers.) 



Never mind that this is all contingent on a number of preconditiona . (Fact: A legal 
opinion released last week stated that Transcanada 1 s AGIA application should have been 
rejected due to including contingencies. ) 

ConocoPhillips only wants one thing for this seemingly irresistible offer — to sit down 
again and discuss fiscal terms. (Fact: Even Transcanada in their AGIA application (2.2.52) 
demands the state sit down and discuse fiscal terms.) 

But, company officials do not suggest this in their proposal of what these terma might be. 
When this was pointed out in the governor's recent letter to CEO James Mulva, 
ConocoPhillips responded that it does have some terms in mind and would be happy to share 
these in private just as soon as the governor is ready to sit down and negotiate. 

Although the governor goes on to explain in her letter why this is no longer a viable 
alternative, Conoco chooses to ignore it. (Fact: The reason the governor gave for not 
discussing fiscal terms in her letter to Conoco was that AGIA proved they didn't need to. 
However, the governor was wrong. Transcanada clearly told the governor in their AGIA bid 
that she needed to discusa fiscal terms with Conoco and others.) 

The governor also asks in her letter why Conoco chose not to commit gas to its proposed 
project What is interesting about Conoco' s answer is that officials do not answer the 
ciuestion Instead, Conoco takes the opportunity to point out that TransCanada hasn't 
committed gas in ita AGIA license application. Never mind the fact that TransCanada is not 
a gas producer and has no gas to commit, and never mind the fact that a gas commitment is 
the single-largest thing Conoco could do to lessen the project riak and move a project 
forward. (Fact: Conoco cannot responsibly commit to supplying gas for twenty five years or 
more in ship or pay contracta without knowing more about the fiscal regime that will 
govern the $30 plus billion project.) 

The ouestions people should be aaking begin with «why?" Why would ConocoPhillips choose to 
keep the project risk high? (Fact: At $30 plus billion and the largest oil & gas project 
in the world, the risk is already high. Conoco is attempting to limit the projects risk by 
trying to understand the economic modeling which is impossible until you understand the 
fiscal framework of the project including your tax liability) 



Why if ConocoPhillips needs none of the state incentives to move forward, would it make 
no effort to do so? Why would ConocoPhillips choose to make its "proposal" public just the 
day before AGIA' s application deadline? (Fact: Conoco doesn't need the state 's $500 
million because they have the tools to make the project work. They have gas reservea, deep 
balance sheet and relationships with North Slope producers. Transcanada needs to accept 
the $500 million because they have no gas reservea and thus no certainty for project 
financing. If they were to undertake AGIA without the state's $500 million, every dime 
they spend would be their own and a very risky move.) 

in my mind, the answer to all is clear: fear. Conoco does not want the state to issue an 
AGIA license. it does not want a project to move forward on the state's aggressive 
timeline and does not want an open access pipeline. (Aggressive timeline? Under AGIA, 
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Alaska could be locked in with Transcanada for up to ten years, pay them $500 million and 
still not have a natural gas pipeline.) 

in reality, I do not believe Conoco ls at all surprised its "proposal" has not been taken 
seriously. It would be quite clear to anyone who bas actually taken the time to read the 
document. Compared to any of the serious AG IA applications received by the state, it is a 
grade-schooler's guide to gasline risk. (Fact: The AGIA process has delivered one 
applicant whose application is not a real application. They have placed contengincies on 
everything, even saying they had to get final approval from their board before going 
ahead. In addition, Revenue Commissioner Pat Galvin testified there may be 
"complications" with Transcanada 1 s AGIA application.) 

ConocoPhillips is engaged in nothing more than an expensive campaign to obfuscate the AGIA 
process and fuel the public's hope that after so many failed negotiations and 
stonewalling, the producers are finally ready to build us a gasline. 

Unfortunately, ConocoPhillips' effort has been quite succeseful in its attempt to take 
attention from the AGIA process. Radio hosts, former statewide candidates and other 
critics are swept along in the frenzy, using their positions to level personal attacks on 
AGIA supporters rather than debate the true merits of public policy. (Fact: We have argued 
f actually since day one. We predicted this process would fail to deliver an applicant that 
could build the project without the producers and so far we have been absolutely correct. 
Even the sole AGIA applicant agrees with us on the issue of needing a fiscal framework.) 



As this chapter continues to unfold, I would encourage Conoco to work with the Palin 
administration toward our mutual goal of getting Alaska 's North Slope gas to market.

DPS is proposing a statewlde Initiative to reduce the level of sexual assaults In Alaska. Alaska has a very 
serious problem with the rates of sexual assaults, particularly in rural areas. Colonel Holloway and the 
Commissioner want to Implement a statewlde initiative. DPS estimates the initiative would cost about $1 
million a year each of 5 years ($50 mlllion total) and involve about 30 - 40 new temporary trooper 
positions. These new troopers would only investigate sexual assault cases. Any cases they brmg 
forward would be prosecuted befbre dedicated courts of judges, prosecutors, and public defenders that 
would only work on sexual assault cases. There would be a fiscal impact on a number of departments 
but it has not been calculated yet. 

Because it is such an important issue and there are a lot of unanswered questions, I offered to meet with 
DPS every Friday afternoon fbr an hour until we get the details ironed out. I want to walk through the 
issues and fiscal impacts with them. After that, we would meet with OMB and other commissioners of 

affected departments to get their input.

Conoco blows hot air about gas production

The Alaska Gasline Inducement Act (AGIA) remains the subject of a lively debate. While 
many see it as a brilliant strategy, some critics assure us that no project can move 
forward without the consent of North Slope producers. (Fact: The only AGIA applicant has 
stated the project cannot move forward without the "agreement & support" of the producers) 
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Time will prove AGIA' s merita and one thing is for certain: During her first year in 
Office, Governor Palin has blazed the trail for Alaska 's first truly open and competitive 
process for buiiding a natural gas pipeline.. (Pact: One year later and this process has 
given us only one applicant. Even ardent supporters of AGIA are upset because it hasn't 
delivered any competition and they accuse Palin of promoting "form over substance".) 



in the broadest sense, AGIA is designed to do two things: move a project forward on a 
predictable timeline and ensure an open-access pipeline. (Pact: The project won't move 
forward, regardless of the state 's timellnes until the producers agree to commit to pay 
for the $30 plus billion pipeline.) 

Nothing prevents Conocophillips from buiiding a gasline, nor has anything prevented this 
for the past several decades. And yet, it has chosen not to. (Pact: The price of natural 
gas wasn't even high enough to justify costing out a pipeline project let alone buiiding 
it, until just six years ago.) 



in the companys current public relations tour, Conoco makes it very clear that ic does 
not require any of the incentives offered under AGIA. Why would the state want to give 
away $500 million when Conocophillips will consider tnoving a project forward right now? 
(Fact: The only reason the state is of f ering a $500 million inducement is a carrot for 
companies like Transcanada who have no gas, no financing and little hope of pulling off 
the project. AGIA waa written to exclude Conoco and other producers.) 



Never mind that this is all contingent on a number of preconditions. (Pact: A legal 
opinion released last week stated that Transcanada ' s AGIA application shouid have 
been rejected due to including contingencies. ) 

Conocophillips only wants one thing for this seemingly irresistible offer - to sit down 
again and discuss fiscal terms. (Fact! Even Transcanada in their AGIA application (2.2.52) 
demands the state sit down and discuss fiscal terms.) 

But, company officials do not suggest this in their proposal of what these terms might be. 
When this was pointed out in the governor' s recent letter to CEO James Mulva, 
Conocophillips responded that it does have some terms in mind and would be happy to share 
these in private just as soon as the governor is ready to sit down and negotiate. 

Although the governor goes on to explain in her letter why this is no longer a viable 
altemative, Conoco chooses to ignore it. (Fact: The reason the governor gave for not 
discuasing fiscal terms in her letter to Conoco was that AGIA proved they didn't need to. 
However, the governor was wrong. Transcanada clearly told the governor in their AGIA bid 
that she needed to discuss fiscal terms with Conoco and others.) 

The governor also asks in her letter why Conoco chose not to commit gas to its proposed 
project. What is interesting about Conoco's answer is that officials do not answer the 
ouestion. Instead, Conoco takes the opportunity to point out that Transcanada hasn't 
committed gae in its AGIA license application. Never mind the fact that TransCanada is not 
a gas producer and has no gas to commit, and never mind the fact that a gas commitment is 
the single-largest thing Conoco could do to lessen the project risk and move a project 
forward. (Fact: Conoco cannot responsibly commit to supplying gas for twenty f i ve years or 
more in ship or pay contracts without knowing more about the fiscal regime that will 
govern the $30 plus billion project.) 

The ouestions people shouid be asking begin with "why?" Why would Conocophillips choose to 
keep the project risk high? (Fact: At $30 plus billion and the largest oil & gas project 
in the world, the risk is already high. Conoco is attempting to limit the projects risk by 
trying to understand the economic modeling which is impossible until you understand the 
fiscal framework of the project including your tax liability) 
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Why, if ConocoPhillipa needs none of the state incentives to move forward, would it make 
no effort to do so? Why would ConocoPhillips choose to make its "proposal" public just the 
day before AGIA's application deadline? {Fact: Conoco doesn't need the state's $500 
million because they have the tools to make the project work. They have gae reservea, deep 
balance sheet and relationships with North Slope producers. Transcanada needs to accept 
the $500 million because they have no gas reservea and thus no certainty for project 
financing. If they were to undertake AG IA without the state's $500 million, every dime 
they spend would be their own and a very risky move.) 

In my mind, the anewer to all is clear: fear. Conoco does not want the state to issue an 
AGIA license. It does not want a project to move forward on the state's aggressive 
timeline and does not want an open access pipeline. (Aggressive timeline? Uhder AG IA, 
Alaska could be locked in with Transcanada for up to ten years, pay them $500 million and 
still not have a natural gas pipeline.) 

In reality, I do not believe Conoco is at all surprised its "proposal" has not been taken 
seriously. It would be cfuite clear to anyone who has actually taken the time to read the 
document. Compared to any of the serious AGIA applications received by the state, it is a 
grade-schooler's guide to gasline riak. {Fact: The AGIA process has delivered one 
applicant whose application is not a real application. They have placed contengincies on 
everything, even saying they had to get final approval from their board before going 
ahead. In addition, Revenue Commissioner Fat Galvin testified there may 
be "complications" with Transcanada 1 s AGIA application.) 

ConocoPhillips is engaged in nothing more than an expensive campaign to obfuscate the AGIA 
process and fuel the public* s hope that after so many failed negotiations and 
stonewalling, the producers are finally ready to build us a gasline. 

Uhfortunately, ConocoPhillips' effort has been quite successful in its attempt to take 
attention from the AGIA process. Radio hosts, former statewide candidates and other 
critics are swept along in the frenzy, using their positions to level personal attacka on 
AGIA supporters rather than debate the true merits of public policy. (Fact: We have argued 
f actually since day one. We predicted this process would fail to deliver an applicant that 
could build the project without the producers and so far we have been absolutely correct. 
Even the sole AGIA applicant agrees with us on the issue of needing a fiscal framework.) 



As this chapter continues to unfold, I would encourage Conoco to work with the Palin 
administration toward our mutual goal of getting Alaska 's North Slope gas to market. And 
as for the rest, lefs keep our dialogue civilized. {we agree. Lets start by telling the 
truth instead of fairy tales and recognize that the AGIA applicant has said the governor 
needs to negotiate a fiscal framework to get this project moving forward.)

Time will prove AGIA' s merits and one thing is for certain: During her first year in 
office, Governor Palin has blazed the trail for Alaska 's first truly open and competitive 
process for building a natural gas pipeline. {Fact: One year later and this process has 
given us only one applicant. Even ardent supporters of AGIA are upset because it hasn't 
delivered any competition and they accuse Palin of promoting "form over substance".) 



In the broadest sense, AGIA is designed to do two things: move a project forward on a 
predictable timeline and ensure an open-access pipeline. (Fact: The project won't move 
forward, regardless of the state 's timelines until the producers agree to commit to pay 
for the $30 plus billion pipeline.) 

Nothing prevents ConocoPhillips from building a gasline, nor has anything prevented this 
for the past several decades. And yet, it has chosen not to. (Fact: The price of natural 
gas wasn't even high enough to justify costing out a pipeline project let alone building 
it, until just six years ago.) 



In the company's current public relations tour, Conoco makes it very clear that it does 
not reouire any of the incentives offered under AGIA. Why would the state want to give 
away $500 million when ConocoPhillips will consider moving a project forward right now? 
(Fact- The only reason the state is of f ering a $500 million inducement is a carrot for 
companies like Transcanada who have no gas, no financing and little hope of pulling off 
the project. AGIA was written to exclude Conoco and other producers.) 
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Never mind that this is all contingent on a number of preconditions . {Fact: A legal 
opinion released last week stated that Transcanada ' s AG IA application should have 
been rejected due to including contingencies.) 

ConocoPhillips only wants one thing for this seemingly irresistible offer — to eit down 
again and discuss fiscal terms. (Fact: Even Transcanada in thelr AG IA application (2.2.52) 
demands the state sit down and discuss fiacal terms.) 

But, company officials do not suggest this in their proposal of what these terms might be. 
When this was pointed out in the governor's recent letter to CEO James Mulva, 
ConocoPhillips responded that it does have some terms in mind and would be happy to share 
these in private just as soon as the governor is ready to sit down and negotiate. 

Although the governor goes on to explain in her letter why this is no longer a viable 
alternative, Conoco chooses to ignore it. (Fact: The reason the governor gave for not 
discussing fiscal terms in her letter to Conoco was that AG IA proved they didn't need to. 
However, the governor was wrong. Transcanada clearly told the governor in their AGIA bid 
that she needed to discuss fiscal terms with Conoco and others.) 

The governor also asks in her letter why Conoco chose not to commit gas to its proposed 
project. What is interesting about Conoco' s answer is that officials do not answer the 
question. Instead, Conoco takes the opportunity to point out that Transcanada hasn't 
committed gas in its AGIA license application. Never mind the fact that Transcanada is not 
a gas producer and has no gas to commit, and never mind the fact that a gas coramitment is 
the single-largest thing Conoco could do to lessen the project risk and move a project 
forward. (Fact: Conoco cannot reBponsibly commit to supplying gas for twenty five years or 
more in ship or pay contracts without knowing more about the fiscal regime that will 
govern the $30 plus billion project.) 

The guestions people should be asking begin with "why?" Why would ConocoPhillips choose to 
keep the project risk high? (Fact: At $30 plus billion and the largest oil & gas project 
in the world, the risk is already high. Conoco is attemptlng to limit the projects risk by 
trying to understand the economic modeling which is impossible until you understand the 
fiscal framework of the project including your tax liability) 



Why, if ConocoPhillips needs none of the state incentives to move forward, would it make 
no effort to do so? Why would ConocoPhillips choose to make its "proposal" public just the 
day before AGIA' s application deadline? (Fact: Conoco doesn't need the state's $500 
million because they have the tools to make the project work. They have gas reserves, deep 
balance sheet and relationships with North Slope producers. Transcanada needs to accept 
the $500 million because they have no gas reserves and thus no certainty for project 
financing. If they were to undertake AGIA without the state's $500 million, every dime 
they spend would be their own and a very risky move.) 

In my mind, the answer to all is clear: fear. Conoco does not want the state to issue an 
AGIA license. It does not want a project to move forward on the state's aggressive 
timeline and does not want an open access pipeline. {Aggressive timeline? Under AGIA, 
Alaska could be locked in with Transcanada for up to ten years, pay them $500 million and 
still not have a natural gas pipeline.) 

In reality, I do not believe Conoco is at all surprised its "proposal" has not been taken 
seriously. It would be quite clear to anyone who has actually taken the time to read the 
document. Compared to any of the serious AGIA applications received by the state, it is a 
grade-schooler's guide to gasline risk. (Fact: The AGIA process has delivered one 
applicant whose application is not a real application. They have placed contengincies on 
everything, even saying they had to get final approval from their board before going 
ahead. In addition, Revenue Commissioner Pat Galvin testified there may 
be "complications" with Transcanada's AGIA application.) 

ConocoPhillips is engaged in nothing more than an expensive campaign to obfuscate the AGIA 
process and fuel the public' s hope that after so many failed negotiations and 
stonewalling, the producers are finally ready to build us a gasline. 

Unfortunately, ConocoPhillips' effort has been guite successful in its attempt to take 
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attention front the AGIA proceas. Radio hosts, former statewide candidates and other 
critics are swept along in the frenzy, using their positions to level personal attacka on 
AGIA supporters rather than debate the true merits of public policy. (Fact: We have argued 
factually since day one. We predicted this process would fail to deliver an applicant that 
could build the project without the producers and so far we have been absolutely correct. 
Even the sole AGIA applicant agrees with us on the issue of needing a fiacal framework.) 



As this chapter continues to unfold, I would encourage Conoco to work with the Palin ^ 
administration toward our mutual goal of getting Alaska 's North Slope gaa to raarket. And 
as for the reat, let's keep our dialogue civllized. (We agree. Leta start by telling the 
truth instead of fairy talea and recognize that the AGIA applicant has said the governor 
needs to negotiate a fiacal framework to get this project moving forward.)

CTltlcs assure us that no project can move forward wtthout the consent of North Slope producers. (Fact: The onlyACIA appllcant has 
stated the project cannot move forward wlthout the "agreement & supporf ofthe producers) 

Time wlll prove AGIA's merfts and one thlng is for certaln: During her first year In offlce, Governor Palln has blazed the trail I for 
AtaSa 's ilrsV^ open and competltive process for bulldlng a natural gas plpellne. (Fact: One year later and thls process has 
g^Tusont weappl^ntfvenardent supporters of AGIA a/B upset because /t hasnt dellvered any competltlon and they accuse 
Palln of promotlng "form over substance".) 

In the broadest sense, AGIA Is deslgned to do two thlngs: move a project forward on a predlctable tfmellne and ensure an open- 
acceS plpellrS (Fact' The project won't move forward, regardless ofthe state* tlmellnes untll the producers agree to commtt to 
pay for tfte $30 plus blllion plpellne.) 

Nothlng prevents ConocoPhlllips from bulldlng a gasline, nor has anythlng prevented thls for the past several decades. And vet, tt 
It, untll just slx years ago.) 

In the comuanv's current publlc relations tour, Conoco tnakes tt very clear that It does not requlre any ot the lnc = n « v « off ered ^ 
under AGW ^Why would the state want to glve away $500 mlllton when ConocoPhlllips w!» conslder movlng a project forward right 
ZwUrSct- The onfy reason the state Is offerlng a $500 mllllon Inducement Is a carrot for compentellke Transcanada who have no 
gTsino nnandng andllttle hope ofputling offthe project. AGIA was wrltten to exclude Conoco and other producers.) 

Never mlnd that thls Is all contlngent on a number of preconditlons. fFact; A legal opinion released last week stated that 
Transcanada's AGIA applicatlon should have been rejected due to Includlng contlngendes.) 

ConocoPhlllips only wants one thlng for thls seemlngly Irreslstlble offer - to sft down agatn and dlscuss flscal terms. (Fact: Even 
Transcanada in theirAGIA applicatlon (2.2.52) demands the state s/t down and dlscuss flscal terms.) 

But comoanv offlclals do not suggest thls In thelr proposal of what these terms mlght be. When thls was polnted out In the 
«ve^s^Sent tette to CEO James Mulva, ConocoPhIHfps responded that It does have some terms In mlnd and would be happy to 
share these In prfvate Just as soon as the governor Is ready to sit down and negotlate. 

Although the governor goes on to explaln in her letter why thls Is no longer a vlable alterntf *e, Conoco chooses^ £ »0"<« fFact: 
The nason the governor gave for not discusslng flscal terms In her letter to Conoco was that AGIA proved they dklnt needto 
IVwTveTthTgo^mwwas wrong. Transcanada ctearty totd the governor In theirAGIA bld that she needed to dlscuss flscal terms 
wlth Conoco and others.) 

The governor also asks In her letter why Conoco chose not to commlt gas to Its proposed project. What Is Interestlng about Conoco's 
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answer is that ofltclals do not answer the question. Instead, Conoco takes the opportunlty to poJnt cut that TransCanada hasnt 
commrtted gas In tts AGIA Ifcense appllcation. Never mlnd the fact that TransCanada Is not a gas producer and has no gas to 
commlt, and never mlnd the fact that a gas commttment Is the slngle-largest thlng Conoco could do to tessen the project rlsk and 
move a project forward. (Fact: Conoco cannot responsibty commlt to supplylng gas fior twenty ftve years or more In ship or pay 
contracts without knowlng more about the flscal reglme that wltt govern the $30 plus bllllon project.) 

The ouesttons oeople should be asklng begln wlth «why?* Why would ConocoPhHHps choose to keep the project rlsk hlgh? (Fact: At 
$30 plus bffllonZd the brgest oli & gas project In the worid, the rlsk Is already hlgh. Conoco Is attemptlng to flm/f the projects rlsk 
b y to understand the economlc modeling whlch /s Imposslble untll you understand the flscal framework ofthe project 
Includlng your tax tlablltty) 

Whv lf ConocoPhilllps needs none of the state incentlves to move forward, would tt make no effort to do so? Why would 
CwiocoPhlWps choose to make Its -proposal" public Just the day before AGIA's appllcation deadllne? (Fact: Conoco doesnt needthe 
c to f e 's iSOO mllllon because they have the tools to make the project work. They have gas reserves, deep balance sheet and 
relllonshlps wlth North Shpe producers. Transcanada needs to accept the $500 miltion because ttey have no gas reserves and 
Mus nocertalnty for projectflnandng. I f they were to undertake AGIA without the state's $500 mllBon, every dlme they spend 
would be thelr own and a very risky move.) 

m mv mlnd the answer to all Is dear: fear. Conoco does not want the state to Issue an AGIA llcense. It does not want a project to 
move forward on the state's aggressrve Hmeline and does not want an open access plpellne. (Aggresslve amellne? UnderAGiA 
A^ska could be locked In wlth Transcanada for up to ten years, pay them $500 miltion and stlll not have a natural gas plpellne.) 

In reallty, I do not bdieve Conoco Is at all surprlsed Its «proposal- has not been taken serjoush/. It would be qufte dear to anyone 
whahwactually taken the time to read the document. Compared to any of the serious AGIA appllcations recelved by the state, It Is 
a arade-schooter's gulde to gasllne rlsk. (Fact: The AGIA process has delfvered one appllcant whose appllcation Is not a real 
appllcation. They have placed contenglncles on everythlng, evcn saylng they had to get final approval from thdr board before golng 
ahead!ln addnL, Revenue Commlssloner Pat Galvln testlfled there may be "compiications' wlth Transcanada's AGIA appllcation.) 

ConocoPhilllps Is engaged In nothlng more than an expenslve campakjn to obfuscate the AGIA process and fuet the publlc's hope 
that after so many falled negottattons and stonewalllng, the producers are flnally ready to bulld us a gasllne. 

Unfortunately, ConocoPhilllps' effort has been guite successful In Its attempt to take attentton from the AGIA process. Radio hosts, 
tormer statewwe candldates and other critlcs are swept along In the frenzy, usfng thelr poslt ons to level personal attacteon AGIA 
ZporS rather than debate the true merlte of public pollcy. (Fact: We have arguedfactuallyslnce day one. Wepred^ed thls 
wa&would fail to deHver an appllcant that could bulld the project without the producers and so lir we have been absolutefy 
correct. Even the sole AGIA appllcant agrees wlth us on the issue ofneedlng a flscal framework.) 

As thls chapter continues to unfold, I would encourage Conoco to work wlth the Palln adminlstration toward our mutual goal of 
«w™ Waste 's North Slope gas to market And as for the rest, let's keep our dlalogue dvlHzed. (We agree. Lete start by teHIng thj 
tr^M bstead of falry tetes Yndrecognlze that the AGIA appllcant has sald the governor needs to negotlate a flscal framework to get 
thls project movlng torward.)

Dear Governor Palin, 



I just wanted to take a few minutes to thank you for taking the time out 
of your busy schedule and life to drive down to Seward today to join us 
in celebrating the Centennial of the Iditarod. We are all very touched 
and inspired by your efforts on our behalf . I hope your drive back was 
as easy as the drive down. 

I would also Hke to recap our conversation if I may. I am indeed 

working very hard amongst the conservation community to focus on common 
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ground and promoting projects rather than always seeming to oppose 
projects. As you can imagine it is an uphill battle but I can definitely 
see progress being made. With my leadership positions in the 
conservation community I hope to bring more leaders from around our 
great state to more moderate stances. 

I will continue promoting utilizing the railbelt ROW and ARCC for 
potential wind generation siting as you suggested. I will continue the 
dialogue with your cabinet and hope you will promote it from above as 
well- It would be so nice to see our own public corp, ARRC promoting 
renewable energies rather than strictly coal. 

We also spoke of the President of Iceland's vision and how it' inspired 
us both. After you raised the question and contemplating it for a while 
I believe it was the high cost of fuel which swung the public and 
political climate in Iceland to support their renewable energy 
development. So perhaps with our ever rising fuel costs these projects 
will become viable and receive broader support as time passes. Every 
tirae fuel costs go up I figure alternatives are coming down. So it seems 
we are on the right track, its just a matter of time. I really 
appreciate all of your efforts towards promoting renewable projects 
statewide. Please know I ain at your service if you should ever have any 
suggestions . 

We also spoke of the shipyard and the need to tighten up regulations to 
prevent shipyard pollution. Ketchikan, Sitka, and now Seward's shipyards 
have all been declared contaminated sites. This is directly due to lack 
of containment which is allowed by loose regulations such as the 
"reasonable precautions" language in the fugitive dust regs. Prevention 
is key and it is obvious we will be developing new ports and marine 
facilities in the future. We must learn from our mistakes. All of the 
other coastal states have gone through this same transition after 
winding up with contaminated shipyards. So we have great models to 



follow. I will continue working with Joe and Larry on this effort. 



Tributyltin, the eleraent of concern detected in all of the shipyard 
samples is, as I mentioned, now banned globally, and has been banned in 
Alaska for 8 years, yet is still appearing everywhere we look. As I also 
mentioned I believe the Alaska Marine Highway Ferries and USCG vessels 
may still utilize this most toxic substance. Without total containment 
of waste generating activities the contamination can only get worse in 
time. And without even a lab in Alaska capable of analyzing samples for 
TBT we have a real challenge before us. UAF and the Sealife Center just 
started a study of TBT in mussels from a number of locations around the 
state including near our shipyard* s long term beach dumpsite for their 
waste. I am in this for the long term and will continue doing whatever I 
can to raise awareness of these issues. 

My grandson, Hunter was so proud of your attention. He was even. shown 
driving a sled on the news tonight! He is such a serious young man. I am 
really proud of him. His science teacher invited me to speak to the. 
class about conservation issues. As you are, I am dedicated to making 
this world a better place for our future generations. The most 
compelling moment in my life was when Chief Joe Linklater of the 
Gwich'in in Old Crow, YT spoke addressed Congress last year and said, 
"this land is for those not yet born", then he paused for at least 2 
minutes before continuing his testimony. There wasn't a dry eye in the 
chamber . 

Again, thank you so much for coming today. And please if there is ever 
anything you can think of that I might do for the benefit of the state 
just call me. I stand ready to serve. 

Thanks for all of your efforts on behalf of our great state, and all of 
us lucky enough to call it home.
